‘School 11’ 
Plans Get 
State Okay 


Janssen, Daseking and Kel- 
| ler, Menlo Park architects, 
this week received a condition- 
al okay from the state to go 
shead. with plans for “School 
11” in the Ravenswood School 
District. The new school is to 
be constructed at Pulgas ave- 
nue and O’Connor street. 

Approval by the State De- 
partment of Finance is neces- 
| sary because the school is on a 
plan to reecive aid originally 
| passed by the state. 

Bids, the lowest of which 
was that sent in by the Barn- 
hart Construction Company 
of Santa Clara, have been in 
hand for the past several 
weeks. The low bid was for 
$495,803. 

Approval by the state means 
that construction of the school 
can begin possibly within the 
next 10 days. “However,” said 
Superintendent Stanley Sch- 
nepple, “there is one small 
point which must be adjusted 
| before the state will give its 
final okay.” 

The new structure will 
have 16 classrooms, shop and 
home economics facilities. 
There will also be a library. 
The school will accommodate 
hetween 480 and 500 seventh 
and eighth grade students 
when it opens in the fall of 
1961. 

This will be the second sev- 
enth through eighth grade 
school located in the Ravens- 


be adjacent to Brentwood 
” School, which includes kinder- 
through the sixth 
grades. Together, the schools 


_| will oecupy an area of roughly 
| 20-acres. They will be divided 


| by a strip of playground area 
‘| used by both schools, although 

both will have their own rec- 
reation areas. 

“School 11” does not have 
a multi-purpose building, but 
there is a possibility that some- 
thing may be worked out be- 


*|tween the principals of the two 


schools. 

Having the new school 
“move in” on it, however, is 
not expected to have any com- 
promising effects for Brent- 
wood, according to Schnep- 
ple. “In fact, both schools 
will probably acquire better 
facilities threugh the associ- 
ation, as have Willow School 
and Menlo Oaks, another two- 
school combination situated 
on complementary proper- 
ties.

ing to pay back, on a rent type} 
basis, a sum of $150 monthly 
until the capital investment 
sum was paid off, if the city 
will put out the remaining 
$8500. “In effect,” said John- 
son, “they are asking us to 
| get into the project in a great- 
jer degree.” 
Ira Bonde felt that the city 
| was already in a position to re- 
| ceive the recreational benefits 
from the building, and that 
granting money was one thing, 
| but loaning would probably get | 
| rather involved. 

Councilman Michael Belan- 
gie countered with the sug- | 
gestion that if the Lucy Stern 
foundation was willing to 
contribute $5000 to the proj- 
ect, the city would be in good 
company if it helped the 
school program. “That is, if 
they continue the fund rais- 
ing project. On the proposed 
basis they could pay us $150 
for the next 10 years, but 
they seem to have picked up 
quite a bit of money over the

At New School 


School trustees here Tuesday | 
observed they'd have to make | 
$3600 go a long way, if the| 
newly- completed Laurel school | 
is to be made totally habitable. | 

The $3600 is all of the money | 
in the district budget, which | 
has been assigned for Laurel | 
school furnishings. It’s got to) 
buy: | 
1. Cabinet work for class- 
rooms, such as coat and lunch- 
box racks, and other cabinets 
for offices; | 

2. Fencing to go around the | 
kindergarten area at the school, | 
cost of which is estimated at 
between $300 and $400; 

3. Retaining walls around | 
trees on the school grounds, 
cost of which is estimated at! 
$1500; 

4. Tanbark for the primary 
and kindergarten play areas, 
cost of which is estimated at 
$800 to $1000, and 

5. Valves for sprinkler sys- 
tems, cost of which is estimat- 
ed at between $400 and $500. 

The trustees decided to fol- 
low the order of priority 
shown above. If they can’t 
get all the work done with 
the money now in hand, they 
indicated, they might dip in- 
to district reserves. 

| School District business man- 
ager John Richert, in present- 


-| ing the order of priority, point- 


ed out that all contingency mo- 
nies in the district’s bond build- 
ing fund have been used up. 
The $3600 was set aside in the 
current operating budget, how- 
ever, to help get the new school 
into operation. 

He said that the items list- 
ed were all “musts” which 
would have to be completed 
before the rains and some of 
the items, such as the kinder- 
garten fence, would have to be 
completed before the start of 
school. 
| The district, he said, will use 
|some playground equipment 
|which it already owns, until 
more funds become available. 
More extensive equipment was 
called for in a master plan for 
site development at Laurel, 
which was presented two weeks 
ago. 

GROUNDS WORK 

The valves for sprinklers are 
| needed at this time so the dis- 
| trict can start perimeter plant- 
|ing and ground cover around 
buildings, according to Super- 
|intendent Dr. Mel Homfeld. 
| The board agreed, when pur-

Tax Rate, Assessed Value 
Not Good Index of Economy 


News that the city’s valuation is higher than expected 
is news of a mixed blessing, sort of. 


When valuation goes up, the tax rate naturally can be 
lowered. Conversely, when the valuation falls below par — 
the latter being inevitable in the course of the inflationary 
spiral — the tax rate per $100 assessed valuation has to rise. 

The true measure of whether or not taxes are 
“too high” can’t be measured either by the rate, or 
by the assessed valuation. It can only be measured by 
what we get for our money. 
l If the quality of service provided by our various gov- 
ernmental subdivisions is high, then those political subdi- 
visions are justified in asking that a fair price be charged 
for it. If people burdened by federal taxes, family ex- 
penses, house and auto payments and the like feel that 
they've got to trim the budget somewhat and that the 
municipal services they may passively enjoy are the things 
they'll miss the least, then they should put in a squawk. 

Fortunately for the public agency boys, they have a 
good index as to when taxes get “too high” or the level of 
services falls “too low.” All they have to do is listen to 
such remarks as, “I can’t afford to live in this town” on 
the one hand, or “why doesn’t the government provide 
more...” on the other, and try to strike a happy medium, 
trimming here and there and adding more services else- 
where to keep the critical remarks in balance. 
| Tax rates and assessed valuations have little to do 
with it.

The Menlo Park planning commission has a genius 
for getting itself involved in proceedings in which it’s im- 
possible to find a decision that'll make everybody happy. 

Last week, for instance, they had to decide whether 
or not to allow a tent to be erected to serve as a temporary 
church; next week, they'll have to decide whether a tele- 
scoping radio antenna is legal or not.

by their action they prevented an establishment of religion 

from being put up; in the case coming up, they'll either 

make the bulk of the Stanford Hills residents unhappy, or 

draw down the wrath of radio amateurs from just about 
any part of the country you want to name. 

The planners are in this position more often than 
most of the governing bodies in the city, not because 
they're stupid, oafish or obtuse but rather because of 
the nature of the job they hold. 

Very few restrictions which restrict the rights of an 
individual or group without making the 
party or parties affected somewhat unhappy. 

On the other hand, there are few occasions on which 
the accommodation of special pleaders will meet with 
universal approval on the part of the neighbors. 

We don't envy the planners their job; no matter how 
they decide matters of this kind, there'll be people around 
‘who won't thank them for the decision. 

It’s up to us to remember that the city planning com- 
‘missioners are all volunteers sincerely working for what 
they believe to be the best interests of the community. 

; Though. we cant always approve of their decisions 
‘and though sometimes the decisions go squarely against us 
as individuals, we must not lose respect for a group of men 
swho are sincerely trying lo do the hest job they know 
how to do.

“The slender billed Pussinus 
Tenuirostris and the Pussinus 
Griesus, better known as the 
Tasmanian and New Zealand 
mutton birds or shearwaters, 
have made their annual appear- 
ance off the California coast- 
line. 

“These birds were observed 
this week from spots along the 
coastside looking like a thick 
black bank over the horizon. 
They are the size of gulls and 
fly close to the water looking 
for colonies of anchovies on 
which they feed. 

“The birds leave their natur- 
al habitat in Australia and New 
Zealand in late April and early 
May, fly across the Tasman Sea 
and swing north to the seas 
around Japan. Here the flocks, 
numbering several million, 
swing arounda the north Paci- 
fic reaching Alaska in August. 

“From August to September 
the birds, following this clock- 
wise plan, turn south, flying 
off the coasts of British Colum- 
bia, Oregon and California...”

Though there have been no 
new stations built since the 
construction of the Menlo Park 
Vire District’s present head- 
quarters station in 1956, the 
department has continued to 
add to its equipment through 
the years.

such machines in addition to 
replacing obsolete or aging fire 
trucks. 

The stringing of alarm cir- 
cuit lines in East Palo Alto 
and in Menlo Park is in answer 
to another requirement of the 
underwriters that an alarm 
system be installed in the vari- 
ous business districts and com- 
mercial areas of the district. 

If the district has to have 
another station, it'll probably 
be on Sharon estate lands fac- 
ing Sand Hill road; in fact, a 
site is already reserved there. 

But the subdivider and the 
fire district negotiated for this 
property several years ago 
when it was proposed that both 
the Sharon estate and the Ston- 
ford University lands across 
Sand Hill would be developed 
as residential areas. 

More recently Stanford ex- 
ecutives have made it known 
that they’re hoping their 
lands can be used for “acade- 
mic reserve” purposes and 
the Sharon Heights develop- 
er has indicated that a large 
chunk of that area will be 
turned into a golf course and 
other parts of it will be de- 
veloped as a super- low-land- 
coverage, administratize zone. 

With about 900 acres of Stan- 
ford land turned into a linear 
accelerator reservation, and 
with a large percentage of the 
Sharon estate turned into a 
solf course, there’ll be consid- 
erably less residential area for 
the firemen to protect. Open 
space doesn’t produce fires. 

And although engineers for 
the fire underwriters say they 
would like to see enough fire 
stations so that no “run” from 
a station to a fire is more than 
a mile in distance in residen- 
tial areas, even the firemen are 
willing to concede that this is 
pretty much an _ impractical 
ideal. 

Where there’s a lot of open 
space, the maximum “run” can 
be longer, of course. 

Meanwhile, the district has a 
couple of problems other than 
distance, which have influenc- 
ed the location of fire station. 

First among these is the 
fact that the district is bisect- 
ed by the railroad tracks. 

There aren’t many grade 
crossings in the district, and 
the possibility that a train 
could block one of these and 
slow a response to a fire is a 
real one, so the firemen have 
attempted to put their instal- 
lations in practical places, with 
this in mind. 

The Bayshore Freeway is an- 
other problem and here, too, 
the layout of residential areas 


and industrial areas hasn't 
been guided by firefighting 
considerations. 


It’s impossible for fire trucks 
from the East Palo Alto station 
to get to a fire in Bohannon In- 
dustrial Park, for instance, 
without getting out on Bay- 
shore Freeway and the fact 
that there are only two traffic 
interchanges connecting Belle 
Haven and East Palo Alto with 
the rest of the district presents 
the possibility that fire engines 
called into the area to supple- 
ment those of the East Palo 
Alto station would have con- 
siderable backtracking to do to 
get to a fire. 

The fire department’s an- 
swer to this is continuous 
training. Every fireman is sup- 
posed to know the name and lo- 
cation of every street in the 
district, so in an emergency he 
can get to a fire in the shortest 
possible time.

State Had 
Liquor 
Problems 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 

August 23, 1935: 

California liquor law admin- 
istrators, working under the 
State Board of Equalization, 
have seized 10,000 bottles of 
whiskey, gin, rum, alcohol, 
cocktails and cordials. They are 
undetermined just what is to 
be done with the collection. 


According to the law, abs- 
conded liquor may either be 
destroyed or sold at public auc- 
tion. The liquor in state posses- 
sion is believed valued at $10,- 
000. 

George M. Stout, state li- 
quor control administrator, and 
the board of equalization have 
asked Attorney General U. S. 
Webb whether or not the state 
has the right to sell the liquor. 

The bottles were seized be- 
cause liquor establishments 
possessing them were unlicens- 
ed and because dealers failed 
to mark their bottles with the 
state tax stamp required after 
July 1.

Disaster Unit 
Formed Here

Sequoia District 
Clarifies 
Budget Figures 


Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict business management 
officials this week clarified 
some of the figures appear- 
ing in a recent number of 
the “County Comment” col- 
umn appearing in this pa- 
per. 

They pointed out that al- 
though the district’s total 
budget is $7,745,000, a sum 
of $750,000 of this being held 
in reserve, so the actual op- 
erating budget would be in 
the neighborhood of $7,000,- 
000. 

Also, they pointed out, the 
tax rate charged to district 
residents, if the district an- 
nexes to the San Mateo Col- 
lege District will not rise ap- 
preciably. 

Although the residents of 
the high school district are 
not now paying a tax to the 
college agency, they are pay- 
ing a tuition charge which is 
substantially the same as the 
tax rate. The maximum rise, 
according to Sequoia District 
business officials, would be 
nine cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, 


sets the high school cut. The 
Ladera district is going way up 
and Woodside will have a slight 
reduction. 

So for the most part tax- 
payers may save a few dol- 
lars for a change on school 
cocts. Coupled with a five- 
cent county rate drop we 
actually may be able to see 
a drop for 1960-61. 


This sudden and surprising 
turn of events undoubtedly will 
be short lived, however. The 
union high school district must 
seek a new and higher permis- 
sive tax rate to meet future 
expenses. Redwood City Ele- 
mentary School District is in 
the same fix, so by 1961-62 we 
may see new all-time high rec- 
ord spending programs. 

The high school district was 
able to reduce its rate this 
year, thanks to the windfall it 
received a year ago when the 
reassessment program went in- 
to effect. That it will need 
more soon is not questioned. 
Recently in this column we 
noted that this year’s high 
school budget would be about 
nine million dollars. Actually 
it was just under eight — but 
still a tidy sum to operate six 
high schools. 

The report made by the ci- 
tizens advisory committee of 
the high school district rec- 
ognizes the fast rising costs. 
It proposes, primarily, two 
alternatives to cut down the 
spending: use of the four- 
quarter plan or double ses- 
sions. The recommendations 
would be submitted to the 
voters if approved by the en- 
tire study committee. 


It seems that either plan has 
about as much chance of get- 
ting voter approval as tht pro- 
verbial snowball. Parents are 
sick of having their youngsters 
struggle through double ses- 
sions in grade school and want 
no part of that system in high 
school. The four-quarter plan 
has merit in full utilization of 
plant facilities, but here again 
you can expect bitter resent- 
ment from not only parents but 
from teacher groups. 

The summer school program 
now allows a student to make 
up classwork and get in a few 
extra courses if he wishes, but 
there are few families that 
want to upset vacation sched- 
ules by having their youngsters 
in school. 

What is the answer then? We 
think the cost and classroom 
shortage could be settled once 
and for all with one program: 
Increase the enrollment capa- 
city of ALL district schools. 
Each time we build a new 
school costing approximately 
two millions, the budget must 
go up about $114 -million—bas- 
ed on present budget averages. 
The present enrollment of just 
under 10,000 is expected to in- 
crease to 18,000 by 1970. 


Adding classrooms for an ad- 
ditional 1000 students at EACH 
school would mean that we 
would have to build only one 
new school plant by 1970. 

Not only would we save 
terrific amounts in adminis- 
tration costs, but think of the 
plant upkeep and operation. 
It would increase only slight- 
ly by having more classrooms 
at present schools. But school 
officials frown on this plan, 
wanting to keep each school 
to 2000. 

We argue that the quality 
has not improved since the 
schools had 3000 enrollments. 
This was the result of voters re- 
fusing to approve bonds, They 
just might take the same at- 
titude again on a proposal to 
increase the Depussive tax.

Fire chiefs in the several 
municipalities are fighting the 
move instigated by County 
Manager E. R. Stallings to turn 
the county’s fire fighting du- 
ties over to the state. They ar- 
gue that there is more to it 
than just saving money, and 
possibly they’re right. Who 
wants to save the taxpayers 
money? Well, Manager Stal- 
lings says he can do it to the ex- 
tent of a $150,000 saving each 
year — and still get first-class 
protection. 

This the fire chiefs question. 
We wouldn’t know but the 
move to transfer the fire de- 
partment to the state is not 
new. The late Supervisor Hen- 
ry Edmonds tried just such a 
step but lost out years ago. 

Stallings says the saving act- 
ually would be more than $150,- 
000 a year. The state would pro- 
bably lease or purchase the 
county’s present buildings and 
equipment. The fire depart- 
ment’s budget for 1960-61 .is 
$291,381, plus $30,000 in retire- 
ment benefits. The state is ex- 
pected to contribute $102.852 
of this total toward forest pro- 
tection. 

The saving by the state would 
result in at least 212 cents this 
year if he can get supervisor 
approval.

Casting on the ground and 
later lifting into place is more | 
economical than casting such 
arched-type roof members in 
place, according to fair offi- 
cials.

“Western Architect and Engi 
neer,” “Engineering News-Re- 
cord,” “This Earth” and “Arch- 
itectural Record.”

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Gardeners 
Complaints 
‘For the Birds 


You find gardeners in every 
neighborhood who complain 
about birds. And to many a 
man, they always cite the visi- 
ple damage which some few of 
cur feathered friends have 
wrought from time to time. 

We'd like to dissent from 
this viewpoint, and we’re 
sure a majority of gardeners | 
will join us. You don’t mea- 
sure a book by its cover, and 
you shouldn’t measure a bird 
by the occasional buds or 
berries he eats. There is actu- 
ally a great deal of benefit 
to be derived from providing 
a sanctuary for birds. 

If you are like most of us, 
you enjoy the constant comings 
and goings of birds, You enjoy 
their songs and take real plea- 
sure in recognizing a familiar 
call or in identifying a new- 
comer to the garden. 

These you recognize as very! 
real assets, but there are even | 
more tangible benefits to be 
considered. Namely, as one 
nurseryman told us, a major 
part of any bird’s activity in 
the garden consists of grubbing 
about for insects and their var- 
ious larvae or in feasting on 
seeds of various plants, includ- 
ing weeds. 

If you would encourage 
birds in your garden, then, 
consider the things that they 
like — trees and thickets or 
shrubs, or a tangle of ram- 
pant growing vines where 
they can seek refuge from 
predators and find shelter to 
nest. Such prolific seed an- 
nuals as marigold, gaillardia, 
zinnia, forget-me-not and sun- 
flower are also attractions. 
And berried shrubs such as 
pyracantha seem sometimes 
irresistible (though, strange- 
ly, birds will completely ig- 
nore the berries in one gar- 
den and eat them in anoth- 
er). Flowering quinces are 
thorny enough and tangled 
enough to make a good re- 
fuge, and they are wonder- 
ful to have in the garden, 
too. 

Check with your nurseryman 
about other ways to attract 
birds. And don’t overlook the 
possibility of a bird bath or 
bird house. Not all birds will 
nest in bird houses, but there 
isn’t a one that won't go for 
the bath. 
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GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. Water, water every- 
where is the gardeners mot- 
to for August. Be sure to 
give plants a good soaking, 
not just a sprinkle. 

2. Any lawn looks better 
if neatly trimmed around 


the edges. Edgers make the 
job easy.
